hope to return to the 
local political frontline. 

Jenny Bailey was mayor 
between 2007 and 2008 but 
stood down when she 
passed on the role in 
search of a quieter life. 

She had hit the national head¬ 
lines with her partner, lennifer 
Liddle, when it emerged both 
were born boys but had gone 
through gender reassignment. 

The Liberal Democrat pair have 
moved to Woodditton and now 
both will stand for election to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
next Thursday. 

Ms Bailey will contest the Dull- 
ingham villages ward, while Ms 
Liddle - also a former city coun¬ 
cillor - hopes to win in Cheveley. 

Ms Bailey, 49, said: “We thought 
we would take the opportunity to

move out of Cambridge and get a 
little bit more land because we 
were quite enthusiastic about 
getting some chickens and 
growing stuff in a polytunnel. 

“Within a day of moving in we 
had the local Liberal Democrat 
representative knocking on the 
door with leaflets for us to deliver, 
and when the elections came up 
Jennifer and I offered our services. 

“There are a couple of things I 
want to make a difference on, 
things I’m interested in, like 
buses, access, and local services.” 

Ms Bailey said her mayoralty 
had been, after her two children, 
the “highlight” of her life, but 
conceded the political landscape 
had changed considerably in 
recent years. 

She said: “When we were 
campaigning before in Cam¬ 
bridge we didn’t have all the 
national issues, good or bad, and 
like a lot of the party I don’t agree 
with a lot of the things we’ve done 
- it’s more difficult.” 

Also standing in Dullingham 
are Chris Morris (Con), Tim Owen 
(Ind), and Robin Hay (Lab). There 
are two seats up for grabs in Chev¬ 
eley, and the other contenders are 
Tom Kerby (Con), Sue Williams 
(Con), Kerry Murphy (Lab), and 
Rick Humphries (Lib Dem).

Orphaned Max settles in to new home 


A FOAL left orphaned after its 
mother had to be put to sleep 
has taken up residence at 
Lanwades Park in Kentford. 

Max, a 2-month-old Suffolk 
Punch, was born in Bury St 
Edmunds. His mother had to 
be put down by vets just days 
after he was born, after she 
broke her leg. 

Nigel Oakley, Max’s former 


owner, made the decision to 
see whether one of his other 
mares would take Max under 
their wing, and to his 
astonishment, a mare called 
Pride, took to him 
immediately. 

Now Pride and Max have 
moved to the Animal Health 
Trust (AHT) site at Lanwades 
Park, where members of the 


public will be able to see them 
throughout the summer. 

Anthony Marshall, from 
AHT, said: “Having Max here 
alongside her only 
emphasises how important 
the work we’re doing is- 
foals like Max are the future of 
this breed. 

“We’re very much looking 
forward to watching him grow 


and prosper over the summer 
months.” 

The AHT is carrying out 
research to help develop a 
revolutionary sustainable 
breeding programme for the 
Suffolk horse, known as the 
Suffolk Punch. The Suffolk 
Punch is listed as ‘critically 
endangered’ by the Rare 
Breeds Survival Trust. 


A TEENAGER descri¬ 
bed as “a fun-loving, 
caring young man” 
died when a train hit 
him on a railway line. 

Nico Davies-Sober, of 
New Cheveley Road, New¬ 
market, was discovered in 
the Warren Hill tunnel near 
Newmarket railway station 
on October 6 last year after 
he was struck by an Ipswich 
to Cambridge passenger 
service shortly after 8pm. 

Bury St Edmunds’ Coro¬ 
ner Dr Peter Dean recorded 
an open verdict after 
concluding that the death 
was an “unforeseen situ¬ 
ation". 

The incident was rep¬ 
orted by train driver Andy 
Churn at 8.05pm, who had 
travelled at 40mph for 
three quarters of the way 
through the tunnel, before 
spotting something across 
both rails seconds ahead. 

Dr Dean said: “Mr Churn 
applied the brakes but 
couldn’t stop in time. He 
only had a fraction of a 
second to react. 

“Sadly, it was the body of 
Nico and his identity was 
confirmed by fingerprints." 

Following a detailed 
investigation by British 
Transport Police, no faults 
or failures were found on 
the train. 

Meanwhile, a post mo¬ 
rtem examination found 
that Nico was two-and-a- 
half times over the legal 
alcohol limit, but use of 
drugs was ruled out. The 
cause of death was serious

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head injuries 

Friends who knew the 
youngster from Newmarket 
College, told the inquest 
they were shocked by his 
death. 

James Stowton said Nico 
had “a spontaneous sense 
of humour” and never 
showed signs of dep¬ 
ression, while James Mc¬ 
Grath said he did not think 
Nico was capable of 
suicide. 

Dr Dean said: “I have to 
be sure beyond doubt that 
it was suicide to give that 
verdict but, as we have 
heard, there was no 
expression of suicide - no 
note, no conversation, no 
one who had seen Nico had 
expressed any concerns. 

“This is an unanswered 
question and is likely to 
remain unanswerable.” 

Gloria Davis, Nico’s 
mother, who last saw her 
son on the morning of his 
death as he left for college, 
said she was pleased with 
the verdict. 

She said: “I just miss him 
so much. He was a fun- 
loving lad who was really 
enjoying his life. 

“He did sciences and 
business at college and had 
a bright future. 

“ He played guitar and 
was a very sociable person. 
He had started to plan 
travels round the world.”

Road gangs poised to repair winter damage 


ROADS in and around Newmarket are to 
be repaired following the harsh winter 
weather. 

Suffolk County Council has launched 
its £3million summer programme of road 
surface dressing. 

The scheme will see 500 roads in the 
county covering 300 miles being repaired. 


Cllr Guy McGregor, the council’s 
portfolio holder for roads, transport and 
planning, said: “By intervening early in 
this way it will help prevent potholes and 
the need for more costly and disruptive 
repairs at a later date.” 

The essential road maintenance work 
will target roads that have deteriorated as 


a result of bad weather and those that 
may be at risk from future winters. 

The programme, which will run until 
mid August, will be predominately 
funded through assistance from the 
Department for Transport. 

The remaining funding will come from 
the council’s road maintenance budget.

Alert over 
cold-call 
loft ‘survey’ 

HOUSEHOLDERS in the 
Newmarket area are being 
warned to be on their guard 
against rogue traders offering 
to conduct loft insulation 
surveys. 

The message comes after 
reports of unsolicited 
telephone calls being made in 
Suffolk from traders offering 
the surveys, saying that they 
were paid for by Government 
grants. 

The calls suggest loft 
insulation is needed, with the 
caller trying to arrange an 
appointment without 
providing full details of the 
salesperson or the company 
conducting the surveys. 

James Garrett, Suffolk Fair 
Trading Officer, said: “We are 
urging residents, especially 
elderly or vulnerable people, 
to be aware of such calls. 

“Our advice is not to buy or 
commit to anything based on 
a cold call. 

“If residents require free, 
independent and impartial 
advice on saving energy they 
can contact the Energy Saving

BOOK lovers have been 
urged to speak up for 
Newmarket Library as 
council bosses prepare to 
make cuts. 

A four-month consultation 
on the future of library services 
in Suffolk will end on Saturday 
- with the county council 
looking to find savings of £125 
million over the next five years. 

The Guineas-based service is 
not on a list of under-threat 
rural libraries already ann¬ 
ounced, but fears have been 
raised about its future. 

Suffolk County Council has 
been in touch about making 
savings at the library above 
Marks & Spencer, which costs 
£390,000 a year to run. 


Cllr Judy Terry, cabinet lead 
for the consultation, said: “I’d 
like to emphasise that we want 
to avoid closures. 

“We do still have to make 
significant savings, but at this 
stage I believe that these can be 
achieved by remodelling the 
service to match changing 
needs now and in the future.” 

More than 2,500 consultation 


responses have so far been 
received by the county council. 

This includes 15 expressions 
of interest in running a library 
service - offering a variety of 
creative ways to serve their 
communities. The county 
council is expecting more 
expressions of interest by the 
end of the consultation. 

During May and June, a 


detailed analysis of all resp¬ 
onses, including detailed 
proposals, will be completed to 
form the basis of a report to the 
council’s Cabinet on July 19. 
The report will set out rec¬ 
ommendations for the way 
forward.

Victim’s bridge 
leap after gang 
attack at yard 


TWO men have started 
custodial sentences after 
they drove their victim to a 
remote woodyard, beat 
him, sprayed him with 
paint and forced him to eat 
dog faeces. 

The victim, Darryl Turner, also 
had his hair and eyebrows shaved 
off, was forced to strip down to his 
underwear and had the word 
‘thief’ spray painted on his back. 

His “shocking” three-hour 
ordeal happened at Sedge Fen, 
near Mildenhall, and only stopped 
when he leapt from a bridge into a 
river. 

Four men had pleaded guilty to 
assaulting Mr Turner to inflict 
actual bodily harm and were 
sentenced at Ipswich Crown Court 
last Wednesday. 

However, only two of them were 
sent into custody. 

Gary Buckley, 19, of West Mead¬ 
ows, ipswich, who is currently 
serving another custodial sent¬ 
ence, was sent to a young

offenders’ institution for 27 
months. 

A 17-year-old man from Isle- 
ham, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was sentenced to 10 
months in custody. 

Ronald Vinden, 18, of Feather- 
stone, Wolverhampton, received 
eight months suspended for 18 
months and Michael Jones, 21, of 
Wellington Close, West Row, 
received 10 months suspended for 
18 months. 

Christopher Morgan, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the incident happ¬ 
ened on August 20 last year when 
Mr Turner received a phone call 
inviting him to go for a drink to 
celebrate Vinden’s birthday. 

He met Vinden, Buckley and the 
17-year-old in Mildenhall and got 
into Vinden’s van. He was then 
driven to a woodyard at Sedge Fen, 
where Jones was living. It was then 
that Buckley dragged Mr Turner 
from the van and punched him, 


and the 17-year-old also joined in. 

After being forced to strip to his 
boxer shorts petrol was poured 
over his clothes and they were set 
alight. The victim was then hit with 
a piece of wood and forced to eat 
dog faeces. 

Jones then appeared with an 
extension lead and clippers which 
Buckley used to clip off Mr Turner’s 
hair and eyebrows. 

Spray paint was used to write the 
word ‘thief onto Mr Turner's back. 

The attackers then bundled Mr 
Turner back into the van and he 
was driven away before being 
abandoned in the countryside in 
his underwear where Buckley 
ordered him to jump off a bridge 
into a river. 

Sentencing the four, Judge John 
Devaux said it was a “shocking 
incident with repellant features”. 

In addition to the suspended 
sentences, Jones was ordered to 
complete 240 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £500 compensation 
while Vinden must do 160 hours 
work and also pay £500.

Safe Suffolk scores well in 
anti-social behaviour league 


RESIDENTS in Suffolk feel the 
second safest in England and 
Wales when it comes to the 
threat of anti-social behaviour 
(ASB), according to a recent 
survey. 

Results from the British 
Crime Survey (BCS) revealed 
that the county was placed 
first overall in relation to its 
residents’ perception of drug 
use or dealing in their area, 
with only 14 per cent of 
people thinking it was a big 
problem. 

Suffolk police performed 
well in residents’ perception of 
drunk or rowdy behaviour - 


placing second in the table. 

The BCS measures crime in 
England and Wales and is used 
to assess people’s attitudes 
towards crime and the Crim¬ 
inal lustice System. 

The results also showed that 
just 6 per cent of people in 
Suffolk have a high level of 
perceived ASB in their area, 
placing the force first in 
England, second only to 
Dyfed-Powys, Wales, overall. 

When asked if their local 
police deal with the things 
that matter, 60 per cent of 
residents said “they strongly 
agree” or “tend to agree”, 


leaving Suffolk in 11th place in 
England and Wales. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Paul Marshall said: “The 
perceptions of our residents 
are very important to us. 

“With crime at its lowest for 
a decade it is easy to say that 
the county is safe, but we want 
people to feel safe and feel 
that we are doing a good job 
as well.” 

He added: “During the year 
ahead we hope to reduce 
crime further and in turn see 
the public’s faith in the work 
we are doing continuing to 
grow.” 


Help groups 
feeling strain 
as cuts bite 

VOLUNTEER organisations 
have spoken out in a survey 
about the impact of spending 
cuts in Suffolk. 

A recent Suffolk Congress 
survey showed that 30 per cent 
of voluntary sector organ¬ 
isations in the county thought 
the cuts would reduce services 
and members of staff. 

Another 35 per cent said 
there would be a challenge to 
the survival of their organ¬ 
isation while 50 per cent said 
their groups have an income 
of less than £10,000 per year. 

The research revealed that 
50 per cent of the groups 
expect their income to fall. 

Stephen Singleton, Suffolk 
Congress member and chief 
executive of The Suffolk 
Foundation, said: “We are 
experiencing a significant 
increase in demand for grant 
support as income streams 
decline for many of our 
charities, and they look 
towards grant funders for the 
shortfall.”

Elaine Brown and 
her beloved horse 
are a picture of 
happiness.

“To me, Merlin is 
absolutely perfect,” 
smiles Elaine.

“I can’t tell you what he 
means to me.

across the UK. 

The result of damage to 
myelin - the protective 
sheath which surrounds 
the nerve fibres running 
throughout the body - 
the illness disrupts the 
central nervous system 
and can cause a vast 
range of symptoms, from 
muscle weakness and 
balance problems to loss 
of eyesight. 

“There was a time 
when I became very 
depressed,” admits 
Elaine, now 55. “I got 
lower and lower and 
lower in myself; in the 
end I’d just sit in a chair 
and cry, not wanting to 
get up or go out or do 
anything. I thought the 
world would be a better 
place without me. 

“Coming to see Merlin 
gave me a reason to get 
up from the chair and get 
out of the house. He gave 
me something to look 
forward to. It’s not 
exaggerating to say he’s 
changed my life.” 

Through the Riding for 
the Disabled Association 
(RDA), a national 
organisation with 
branches all over the 
country, Elaine has been 
visiting Chippenham’s 
Coach House Riding 
School for the last 12 
years. 


“When a friend first 
suggested I try RDA I said 
no,” she remembers. “At 
that time I was either 
using sticks or a 
wheelchair and I hadn’t 
ridden since I was a child 
- and I was then in my 
40s. But eventually I 
agreed to give it a go. 

“I walked into the yard 
with a stick and ended up 
riding for 10 minutes. 
From the very beginning 
it was a wonderful 
feeling. Yes, I still had 
problems with my 
balance - but once I was 
in the saddle I felt normal 
again; I felt free.” 

Elaine first showed 
signs of MS in her early 
30s. “I fell over a few 
times, much to 
everyone’s amusement: I 
got a lot of cracks about 
having had ‘one too 
many’. And then one 
morning I woke up and 
found I’d lost the sight in 
one eye, which was pretty 
scary. 

“I remember sitting up 
in bed and saying to my 
husband ‘Am I asleep or 
awake?’... He said 
‘You’re awake, you silly 
devil, why?’ and I replied 
‘Because I can’t see out of 
one of my eyes’.” 

Tests, including a 
lumbar puncture, 
showed Elaine had MS. 
“At that point it hadn’t 
crossed my mind that it 
was anything serious. 

And it certainly hadn’t 
occurred to me it might 


be MS, because I didn’t 
really know anything 
about it. The first 
question I asked was ‘Is it 
hereditary?’, because I 
was worried about my 
kids; the doctor assured 
me it wasn’t.” 

Although the exact 
cause of MS is unknown, 
both genetic and 
environmental factors 
are thought to play a part. 

When Elaine was 
diagnosed, her children 
were 12,10 and 4. “I went 
home and just carried on 
living life as normally as 
possible. I looked after 
the kids, worked in the 
evenings. But then my 
health started to 
deteriorate, and the 
doctor told me it was 
time to slow down.” 

There are different 
types of MS. The 
condition can either be 
progressive, deteriorating 
by degrees over time, or 
episodic, which means 
symptoms ease and 
worsen by turns. 

“I have had a couple of 
spells in hospital,” says 
Elaine. “Three years ago I 
suddenly got really ill: I 
couldn’t stop vomiting 
and I literally couldn’t get 
off the sofa. The doctors 
explained that my MS 
had flared up, but that it 
would settle itself down 
again, which, thank 
goodness, it did.” 

Elaine, who lives alone 
since separating from her 
husband last year, 
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explains that certain 
symptoms are present all 
the time, including 
extreme muscle weakness 
down her left side, pins 
and needles, numbness 
and crippling fatigue. 

As a result, she 
struggles with all manner 
of everyday tasks such as 
changing the bed, 
hanging out washing and 
lifting pans out of the 
oven. 

“I think the fatigue is 
one of the worst things, 
because it’s invisible: 
people can’t see it. Even 
my family forget 
sometimes and look at 
me as if I’m bonkers if I 
say I’m too tired to go out 
and do such-and-such. 

“I’m sure people think 
you’ve been drinking 
sometimes, when you’re 
unsteady on your feet and 
your speech is a bit slurry. 
But you have 
good 


days and bad days, and 
you have to make the 
most of the good.” 

Elaine, who has five 
grandchildren, says her 
family is a great source of 
both support and joy. And 
she also credits Linda 
Porter-Cohen - who owns 
Coach House Riding 
School - with providing 
invaluable help. 

“She has never once 
made me feel like ‘Oh, it’s 
you again’; I am welcome 
at the yard whenever I 
feel able to come, which 
is a lovely feeling. When I 
was in hospital, she even 
came to visit me.” 

Linda has been a 
supporter of the RDA ever 
since the organisation’s 
inception in 1969. She 
now opens the yard on a 
regular basis to a group of 
10 children with special 
needs and five other 
individuals, 
including Elaine, 
who are dealing 
with health 


problems. 

“I think it’s wonderful 
to see the difference 
riding - and forming 
relationships with the 
horses - can make to 
people: I’ve seen it 
literally turn people’s lives 
around,” says Linda, who 
tells the story of a man, 
paralysed in a car 
accident, who learned to 
lift himself into the saddle 
with one arm; another, an 
amputee, who learned 
how to ride unaided. 

“For me, riding hasn’t 
just done me good 
physically - it’s really 
helped improve my 
muscle tone - but it’s 
made the world of 
difference mentally: 
when I’m up in that 
saddle, I forget I’ve got 
anything wrong with me,” 
explains Elaine. 

“I’ve ridden Merlin 
since the beginning and, 
over the last 12 years, we 
have formed a real bond. 
The kids are always joking 
that he’s top of my list - 
and they’re not wrong!” 

Although her condition 
is reasonably stable, 
Elaine knows it could 
deteriorate - as it did 
three years ago - at any 
time and without 


warning. 

“It probably 
sounds awful, but I 
don’t think about 
the future,” she 
says. “I think about 
today and 
tomorrow and 
maybe next week, 
and that’s as far as 
it goes; I’ll worry 
about the rest when 
it comes. That’s one 
thing having MS has 
taught me: you have to 
live for today, because 
you never know what’s 
coming round the corner 
tomorrow.”

Health plea to 
animal lovers 


PET owners in the New¬ 
market area are being 
urged to protect their pets 
from potentially fatal 
diseases. 

During National Vaccination 
Month, which runs throughout 
next month, vet practices across 
the region will be offering a 
discount on vaccination for 
eligible cats, dogs, rabbits and 
horses to encourage pet owners 
whose animals are unprotected 
not to cut back on healthcare in 
the current economic climate. 

It is currently feared that three 
million dogs, six million cats, 1.8 
million rabbits and 500,000

horses are unvaccinated in the 
UK - potentially leaving them at 
risk of a range of diseases, many 
of which are untreatable and can 
result in death for their pets. 

Chris Packham, who presents 
the BBC’s Spring Watch and 
Autumn Watch series, is backing 
the campaign. 

He said: “Vaccination is a 
simple way to protect your own 
pets and the wider pet pop¬ 
ulation from serious and pot¬ 
entially fatal infectious diseases. 

“As a dog owner myself, I am 


hoping that this campaign could 
be the incentive pet owners need 
to get their animals back on track 
with vaccinations and help them 
stay healthy.” 

Dogs and cats aged over 18 
months that haven’t been vac¬ 
cinated for at least 18 months are 
eligible for National Vaccination 
Month. 

Rabbits that haven’t been 
vaccinated for nine months and 
are at least nine months old are 
also eligible. 

Horses will need to be over 12 
months of age and be unvac¬ 
cinated or have lapsed from their 
normal booster vaccination by 
more than three months

His body was discovered at 
around 9.40pm on April 13.

“We just can’t believe what’s 
happened - we had no idea he 
was having problems. 


“Daniel will certainly be 
missed by many people.”

E XPECT a cacophony 
of birdsong when a 
cast of wildfowl and 
poultry descend on a 
Cambridge stage next week. 

But don’t panic if you’re not a 
bird fan - our feathered friends 
are actually humans in disguise, 
who will be flocking together to 
recreate a much-loved fairytale. 

“Honk! is the story of The Ugly 
Duckling? says director Sarah 
Phelps, from Cambridge musical 
theatre group Pied Pipers. “It’s 
very close to the original Hans 
Christian Andersen written 
version, and the story works 
beautifully.” 

The musical centres on Ugly, an 
aesthetically challenged duckling 
who’s being bullied for his 
unsightly appearance and 
downright peculiar voice. After 
running away he becomes lost, 
and we follow Ugly’s adventures 
and the creatures he meets - from 
amorous cats to regimental geese 
- as he tries to find his mummy, 
Ida. 

Written by Stiles and Drewe, 
the team behind new Cameron 
Mackintosh musical Betty Blue 
Eyes, Honk! was intended for 
small-scale production. “But it 
ended up in the West End, and 
won the Olivier Award for Best 
New Musical in 2000 when it was 
up against things like The Lion 
King and Mamma Mia!” says 
Sarah. 

“And I can see why. The 
harmonies in it are lovely - 
musically it really works. And it’s 
one of those shows that’s got lines 


in it for adults as well as the kids.” 

This isn’t the first time Sarah 
has directed a ‘non-human’ cast: 
last year’s Beauty and the Beast, 
which won Pied Pipers a National 
Operatic and Dramatic 
Association award, involved 
dancing human household 
implements - from teaspoons to 
napkins. But at least this time she 
had wildlife videos for inspiration. 

“Once people knew what parts 
they were playing, I sent them off 
to have a look at clips of how they 
moved on YouTube,” she says. 

“Some people did some 
amazing research - the guy 
playing the turkey turned up on 
day one and already knew exactly 
how he was going to walk. 

“What we’ve tried to go for is 
recognisable people but with 
animal characteristics. So the cat 


is quite slinky when he moves, the 
chickens are quite gossipy, so 
they’ve always got their hands on 
their hips, almost like wings, the 
moorhens have their hands behind 
their backs because they’ve got 
quite long wings ... and they all 
look fantastic.” 

The 24-strong cast will be clad 
in brightly coloured 1950s garb. 

“We chose that for two reasons, 
firstly because we can use the 
costumes to reflect bird-like 
shapes, and we can also have a bit 
of a play-around with hair and 
hats to give the impression of 
duck-type quiffs and curls,” 
explains Sarah. 

“The other reason is because it’s 
Pied Pipers’ 60th anniversary this 
year, so we thought we’d set it in 
the 50s to reflect 60 years on.” 
(The theatre group will be 


celebrating with a specially 
commissioned musical, The 
Ratcatcher, in December.) 

Does Sarah have a favourite 
scene in the show? “Well, there’s a 
bit with a bullfrog that leads into a 
big number called Warts and All, 
and it’s great because everybody is 
dressed as frogs,” she says. 

Technically, Sarah admits it has 
been a challenge - a 25ft tower 
has had to be built under the 
revolving set, in order to let five 
people ‘hatch’ out of a giant nest. 
But the result, she says, is 
spectacular.

Spotlight

The big film 


ARTHUR 

Certificate (12A) 110m 

MONEY makes the world go around 
but it can’t buy you love or a 
flawless update of the Oscar- 
winning 1981 comedy starring 
Dudley Moore as the eponymous 
billionaire and Sir John Gielgud as 
his long-suffering butler. 

Director Jason Winer and 
screenwriter Peter Baynham cast 
Russell Brand as their loveable yet 
irresponsible man-child, whose 
limitless fortune allows him to 
circumvent the laws that keep the 
rest of society in check. 

Unlike his predecessor, Brand 
doesn’t possess the innate 
vulnerability or charm which 
compelled us to care for Arthur as 
he boozed himself towards oblivion. 
Instead, this new version opts for 
risque humour and pop culture 
references, including a cameo for 
Evander Holyfield as the hero’s 
boxing coach and a crunching 
appearance by the Batmobile in the 
opening sequence. 

Crucially, Winer’s film chooses a 
female nanny to keep Arthur out of 
trouble, casting Oscar winner Helen 
Mirren in this pivotal role. 

She brings gravitas to the part and 
nabs many of the best lines, gently 
tugging the heartstrings when the 
friendship with her reckless ward is 
tested to its limit. 

Arthur Bach (Brand) is heir to his 
family’s vast fortune, presided over 



by his emotionally cold mother, 
Vivienne (Geraldine James). 

The headline-grabbing antics of her 
son threaten the public image of 
Bach Worldwide and Vivienne 
summons Arthur to her office. 
Vivienne informs Arthur that he will 
marry corporate executive Susan 
Johnson (Jennifer Garner) to ensure 
she can take charge of the 
company. 

If Arthur refuses, he will be cut off 
from his inheritance. 

Arthur resigns himself to marital 
hell, only to run into tour guide and 
aspiring author Naomi (Greta 
Gerwig) outside Grand Central 
Station. 

She has no clue who he is, and he 
responds warmly to her quirky 


sense of humour. 

Soon after, Arthur tries to persuade 
his mother to let him marry for love 
not financial security. 

Arthur boasts some nice moments, 
most of them involving Mirren and 
Brand whose on screen rapport 
sustains interest through the 110- 
minute running time. 

Brand’s tomfoolery skirts 
brashness and the sexual chemistry 
with Gerwig simmers but never 
quite boils. 

Meanwhile, Garner vamps it up as 
the ambitious social climber. 
Comparisons with the original film 
are not particularly favourable and 
in the current recession it’s hard to 
care about a man with pockets 
deeper than his feelings.

Going Dutch 


V ISITORS to the wealth of 
tulip festivals across the 
UK this year will be able 
to admire a sea of glorious colour 
from these famous bulbs. 

It’s a joyous time for Dutch bulb 
expert Eric Breed, nurseryman and 
cultivator, a self-confessed ‘bulbaholic’ 
who has travelled to many remote parts 
of the world to see bulbs growing in 
their native habitat. 

He grew up near the tulip fields of 
Holland, so naturally knows more than 
most about growing these dazzling 
spring bulbs. Always looking forward, 
his favourites include a new variety, 
Tulipa ‘Leo’, a scarlet Darwin hybrid 
which is a completely different shape 
from its peers. 

“Its flowers are feather-like, almost 
like a Japanese maple,” he enthuses. 

“Show it to your friends and they'll 
want some, too.” 

The time to plant tulips is all 
important, Breed explains. Plant them 
too early and it will be too warm and 
they won’t root. They need a drop in 
temperature to root well. 

“The best time for planting is late 
October to November and sometimes 
into December, but the last two years 
when we've had an early frost, the tulips 
haven't had a chance to make good roots. 

“If the rooting system is disturbed or 
not complete, then anything that goes 
wrong will go really wrong. If the

rooting system is not good, they'll have 
difficulty surviving.” 

They need moist, well-drained soil 
which is not too acid, adding coarse sand 
to make the drainage better. 

If planting tulips in pots, mix the 
compost with at least 20 per cent sand, 
he advises, so that it drains well. If you 
put the pots outside in the winter, don't 
let the plants dry out. If you use a regular 
clay pot, it will dehydrate the soil so 
you’ll need to water it occasionally in the 
winter. 

Gardeners who don’t water 
sufficiently in the cooler months are 
likely to see the leaves of their tulips 
turning purple and brown, the plants will 
be stunted and flowers which wilt 
quickly, he warns. 

Breed puts his containers near the 
house in the winter, exposing them more 
to the elements from February onwards 
and making sure they don’t dry out. As 
the flowers emerge, they should be 
watered every other day, he advises. 

In beds and borders, the taller varieties 


such as Darwins look great planted with 
pulmonarias, heuchera and tiarella, 
hardy geraniums and ground-covering 
sedums and vincas. 

Tulips don’t like shade, so avoid 
planting them under tree canopies or the 
stems are likely to fall over. 

In pots, they look good as stand-alone 
specimens or combined with other bulbs 
in the ‘sandwich’ method. Breed puts 
Iris reticulata, dwarf daffodils and tulips 
in the same pot. The iris will bloom first, 
then the daffodils and finally the tulips. 

“Alternatively combine bulbs which 
bloom together, such as the bluejacket 
hyacinth with a Jetfire tulip. But you 
need to make sure your varieties will 
bloom at the same time and also, don't 
plant the pot too full. Some people try to 
put too many bulbs in a pot and they use 
so much water, the pots dry out within a 
few hours,” he says. 

Some tulips will come back in 
subsequent years, while others will need 
lifting and replanting in late autumn. 

Remove all the dead flowers, which 
can cause botrytis (grey mould) if left to 
fall on the foliage. 

“The best varieties in 
general are the Darwin 
hybrids, fosterianas, the 
greigii tulips and 
kaufrnanniana. Of course the 
soil has to be good, but if the 
Darwin hybrids and 
fosterianas are planted a little

deeper than normal they can come back 
for many years. 

“Many people plant their tulips in 
conditions which are not ideal, or take 
away the foliage early - it needs to be 
left for six weeks after flowering or it 
won't make a new bulb, the same as 
narcissi.” A year later, the tulips may 
come up a bit earlier but the flowers 
should remain true to their colour, he 
says. 

If you want tulips to naturalise, they 


need the right conditions. If an area is 
too wet in the summer, they won’t come 
back. Tulips require dry soil in summer, 
so a wet August could hinder their 
return. Add organic matter in December 
to the soil where the tulips are planted. 

If a heavy frost is predicted, pots 
should be covered with horticultural 
fleece or sacking. 

With a little inspiration, this time next 
year you could have your own little tulip 
field of Holland in your garden at home.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
l_| unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

IF you subscribe to the view that 
there are no bad cars built any more 
you’ll probably like the MG6, writes 
Andy Enright 

It’s a strange blend of simple and 
sophisticated and while not hugely British 
in feel, it drives very well and offers 
something to buyers who don’t hanker after 
enormous complexity. 

Ask most motoring enthusiasts about 

modern cars and while 
they’ll wax lyrical 
about the power and 
economy of a 
contemporary engine 
and the safety of a 
state of the art chassis, 
there are usually 
trade-offs. Electric 
power steering, 
designed to save a few 
fractions of a mile per 
gallon, rob many of 
today’s cars of 
feedback from the 
road. Likewise, over- 
servoed brakes offer a 
virtual on/off response 
from the middle pedal. 
Wouldn’t it be good to 
meld the best of the 
old with the best of 
the new? Whether by

accident or design, 
that’s a trick that the 
MG6 pulls off 
surprisingly 
convincingly. 

At the moment 
there’s but one engine 
on offer; a 158bhp 1.8- 
litre petrol unit that 
will account for the 
sprint to 60mph in 8.4 
seconds and on to a 
top speed of 120mph. 

As befits the badge, 
the ride/ handling 
compromise is geared 
towards sportiness, 
with MG having 
benchmarked the more 
fun Ford Focus 
variants when tuning 
the suspension. The 
steering and brakes 
both have a decent 
amount of heft, 
although the manual 
gearchange isn’t the 
slickest. Best of all is 
the way the MG6 can 
flow sweetly along a 
typical pock-marked 
British road without 
the thump and 
shudder of many of its 


rivals yet still offer 
decent body control 
through corners. 

The styling of the 
MG6 isn’t hugely 
controversial but the 
designers seem to have 
succumbed to a 
magpie tendency. 
Perhaps “steal” is an 
overly emotive word. 
Let’s settle on the 
MG6’s detailing being 
“heavily influenced’” 
by existing well-known 
rivals. While it’s very 
difficult to design a 
family car that’s at the 
same time handsome 
and original, you’ll 
constantly spot 
different angles and 
features on the MG6 
that lead to deja viz. 
For what looks to be a 
rather “quiet” design, it 
has a lot to hold the 
eye. 

Most cars are fairly 
easy to judge. The 
MG6 is anything but. 
In certain regards such 
as space, steering 
response and ride it’s 


right up there with 
some of the better cars 
in the family hatch 
class, but the quality 
of finish and running 
costs remain some way 
off the pace. The keen 
pricing and strong 
equipment levels make 
it a car that may well 
be enjoyed by private 
buyers who don’t 
cover too many miles; 
marketing shorthand 
for old in other words. 

That’s perfectly fine. 

Older buyers often 
don’t want to be faced 
by a hundred fascia 
buttons or feel 
inclined to learn a 
car’s control systems. 
They want to get in 
and drive a vehicle 
that is instantly 
familiar and which 
wears an evocative 
badge. 

The MG6 might be a 
first toe in the water, 
but underestimating 
the clout of the 
Chinese yuan is never 
advisable.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Unbeaten in four starts at two, Frankel 
made a smooth return to the fold in the 
Greenham Stakes at Newbury earlier this 
month. 

His rivals have been dropping by the 
wayside ever since - Dream Ahead 
pulled out on Monday and will head for 
the French equivalent instead - and 
Cecil was pleased with Frankel’s exercise 
on the Newmarket gallops on Tuesday. 

“He did his final quiet piece of work 
this morning. I’m delighted with him, 
but we’ve still got four days to go,” said 
Cecil. 

“It was just with a lead horse, a nice 
second canter and we let him go on for 
the last furlong. He was relaxed and 
settled well. 

“He’s in good form and I’ll be 
surprised if he’s not a better horse now 
than when he ran at Newbury” 

Ed Dunlop also put the finishing 
touches on his Craven Stakes winner 
Native Khan, who worked under Kieren 
Fallon on Tuesday despite the rider 
being suspended this weekend. 

Godolphin’s Casamento is another 
who appears set to take his place in the 
line-up for the first Classic of the season. 

Winner of the Racing Post Trophy for 
Michael Halford as a juvenile, it had 
been thought he was more of a Derby 
contender for Sheikh Mohammed’s 
operation. 

But after another new recruit, Dubai 
Prince, was ruled out of the race through 
injury, Mahmood A1 Zarooni and his 
team have had a rethink. 

Godolphin racing manager, Simon 
Crisford, said: “Sheikh Mohammed saw 
him last night (Monday) and he was very 
pleased with what he saw.
